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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 9 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gardiner et al. 

The claimed fuel control apparatus is sufficiently broad to read on conventional 
fuel controls of the type disclosed by Gardiner. Attention is called to Gardiner's Figures 
1 and 2; note valve 134 connected to variable orifice assembly 26 (metering unit), ele- 
ments 160,162, etc. (means for closing valve 134), and minimum flow valve 28 (means 
for providing a minimum fuel flow to the engine). With regard to claims 12-14, note also 
that orifice 184 and related structure constitute means for creating a minimum regulated 
flow. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 and 15-18 are allowed, and claims 10-11 include allowable subject 
matter but are objected to as depending from a rejected parent claim. If claims 10-1 1 
are rewritten in independent form, they will also be allowed.
